Let It Frame Laws to Improve Cu r­ 
rency, Advises Great British Finan­ 
cier—Tells of the Danger In Having 
Panic After Panic. 


No man stands higher iu the war'd 
of financial science than Lord Welby. 
He was Gladstone’s right hand adviser 
In financial affairs. As a member of 
the first London cou nty cou ncil he es­ 
tablished the existing system of financ­ 
ing the metropolis. 
For a score of 
years, 
as 
permanent 
u ndersecretary 
of the treasu ry, he practically con­ 
trolled England’s financial affairs. Re- 
* 
tired now, he watches the world with 
the k een observance of intimate u n­ 
derstanding. 
particu larly 
the 
United 
States. To the New York World’s spe­ 
cial correspondent at Lou don he re­ 
cently said: 
“I have read President Roosevelt’s 
recent message, and i think Eu rope 
regards him as a man of great force 
and ability and has confidence in his 
absolu te integrity. 
You have groat 
problems to solve and conditions to 
remedy. We have an Interest in what 
you do. 
Fifty years ago the financial 
world w as divided Into separate money 
centers. 
Slow means of commu nica­ 
tion cau sed each caphal to he de|>end 
ent to a great extent u pon Us ow n re­ 
sou rces. 
“Now. however, the entire financial 
world Is combined. 
The old ceu ters 
are closely interwoven. 
W hat nfiects 
one affects, the other. Therefore you r 
financial panic and Its cau ses are of 
mu ch Interest to u s in London. If ou r 
financial stru ctu re had not been very 
6ou nd I hesitate to think what might 
have happened to u s at the time of 
you r October crash. As 11 w:ns w e pu ll­ 
ed throu gh practically withou t a fail­ 
u re. I w ill not say we did u ot feel Its 
effects. 
“It strik es me that you have seriou s 
need of remedyiu g you r conditions. 
You cannot go on having panic after 
panic every few years 
It weak ens 
both you r prestige and you r stru ctu re. 
America 
has 
wonderfu l 
natu ral re­ 
sou rces and has made wonderfu l prog­ 
ress. 
We divide that progress into two 
classes—the legitimate and the illegiti­ 
mate. 
The legitimate you mu st care­ 
fu lly* foster. 
It is very easy to over 
step the line and cripple It. 
Hasty, ill 
advised legislation often proves worse 
than no legislation at all. 
I am a firm 
l>eliever in liberalism, in freedom of 
action, of too few rather than too mau y 
hampering laws, and, having fou nd the 
best remedy, apply it. 
“There seems to l*> general agree­ 
ment that you r cu rrency system has 
proved Inadequ ate, and variou s legis­ 
lative measu res are proposed to Im­ 
prove it. 
If I may ventu re a su gges­ 
tion, I wou ld* say that before adopting 
hasty laws it might l>e well to get the 
advice of an expert commission on 
what Is best to Ik* done. 
Choose a 
body of men -distingu ished men who 
u nderstand the su bject thorou ghly and, 
al>ove nil. men who have the confidence 
of the pu blic—and let them draft the 
needed reforms. 
You have men who 
are above personal Interest. 
“To my mind, one of the greatest 
evils of any nation is the Influ ence of 
perniciou s lobbying in behalf of spe­ 
cial Interests. Having obtained the rec­ 
ommendations of yonr experts, enact 
legislation In accordance. 
Then the 
chances are that you will have fewer 
mistak es to correct than might happen 
after hasty action. 
“ You will pardon my criticism that 
one Important thing yon lack iu the 
United States is concentrated, forcefu l 
pu blic opinion. 
I am speak ing now in 
reference to what I call you r illegiti­ 
mate progress. 
You r people do not 
seem to pu t into practical effect their 
condemnations. 
They [» ermit evils to 
continu e au d patronize them becau se of 
the temporary profits they derive. They 
do hot always withdraw their su pport 
and frowm down u pon practices that 
are wrong. 
You need that k ind of pu b­ 
lic opinion which will inflict Its pu nish­ 
ments u pon 
wrongdoers. 
This force 
need not alw'ays come from the general 
pu blic. 
It may be confined to a small 
circle. 
“There i s no law in England to pre­ 
vent a bank from devoting as mu ch ot 
Its fu nds as Its directors please to su p­ 
porting any stock specu lation or enter­ 
ing a risk y u ndertak ing. 
Bu t su ch 
things qu ick ly become k nown to other 
bank ers, and the practice is check ed 
by their disapproval, 
“The position of you r tru st compa­ 
nies, combining bank ing with tru stee­ 
ship, seems strange. 
You have plenty 
of bank s to afford ample bank ing fa­ 
cilities withou t the tru st companies, 
which appear to enjoy rather wide lat­ 
itu de. 
This condition, I believe, need» 
remedying. 
“Althou gh the people of the United 
States are exceptionally active and 
progressive, yet they are cu riou sly con­ 
servative In stamping ou t evil cu stoms 
that have gradu ally grown u p. 
They 
hesitate to remedy and are slow to 
pu nish.”
